Though we have bestowed greater and 
more particular attention on this part of

TO A YOUNG UNIVERSALIST PREACHER. 
LETTER, No. VIIL 
| My dear Friend ; 
| The lapse of time between my last let-| 
ter and this, has not excluded the subject | 
of that communication from my thoughts ; | 
and, agreeably to an intimation, that I) 
should continue my remarks in a tuture| 
number, I now proceed to offer a few oth- | 
er considerations, which hold a connexion | 
with those which have already occupied our | 
attention. 

That the doctrine of a future retribution | 
is obnoxious to many ; that it is consider-| 
ed by some but a small remove from rigid | 
orthodoxy, and that, with the very fastidi- | 
ous, it is frequently pronounced no better. 
than the doctrine of endless misery, are 
facts, which are probably knowa to you. 
Yet why these views should be entertained, 
I cannot readily perceive. Time bears} 
no proportion to eternity; and if we find | 
reason to believe, that a period will arrive, | 
when “the whole creation shall be deliver- | 
ed from the bondage of corruption into the 
glorious liberty of the sons of God;” if 
we are convinced, that a time will come, | 
when “every knee shall bow, and every 
tongue confess, that Jesus is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father,” can we con- 
sider the admission of a future discipline, | 
intended to humble the obstinate sinner, a/ 
blemish in the moral system? Does not | 
this idea rather formthe point of union | 
between means and their end, while it rep- | 
resents the benevolent Father of the Uni- | 
verse as ‘ chastising the children for their 
profit, that they may be partakers of his 
holiness?”? And in view of this process, 
instead of treating it as highly exception- 
able, ought we not to adopt the language 
of the apostle in this conclusion, “ our light 
afflictions, which are but for a moment 
work for us a far more exceeding and e- 
ternal weight of glory?” 

No candid opposer of the doctrine of 
future, limited punishment will say, that, 
such punishment, if necessary, is any more 
a reflection on the Divine Character, than 
the discipline inflicted in the present life; 
both must be referred to the same _princi- 
ples; both must be directed to the same 
end. And often have { known our most 
eminent preachers, when engaged in dis- 
putation with those, who advanced the 
proposition,that ‘after death there is no re- 
pentance,”’ call on their opponent to prove 
that proposition; andwrge upon them the 
| argument against it, drawn from those pro- 
phetic scriptures, which speak of the “ re-

morrah to their former estate.” I am not 
| convinced, that the theory which would 
| show, that there is no future retribution 
is an improvement on Universalism as it 
was advocated formerly. {I know on what 
the believers in this theory found their be- 
lief. They think they are not obliged to 
prove that there is no future punishment, 
because they are not to be put to prove 
a negative. It is supposed to belong 
to us to prove that any will remain 
sinful in a future life, in which case! 
they are ready to admita punishment. | 
Yet we know, that their belief may be 
thrown into a positive form, when the prop- 
osition would demand argument in its sup- 
jport. Thus, “all punishment ceases at 
'death” is a proposition requiring direct 
evidence in its support; and to establish 
the proposition, the argumentator must be 
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of guilt extends beyond the present life. 
I have never seen any satisfactory evi- 
dence of the truth of the doctrine in ques- 
tion. If any thing plausible has been ad- 
vanced, it has, in my view, militated di- 
rectly with some of the great principles on 
which we found our belief in the restora- 
tion of all things If men pass into a state 
of holiness and felicity, in virtue of the 
operation of physical laws, or natural | 
sauses, it seems to me to exclude the a- 
gency of Christ, and the work of that spir- 
it, which is t6 “eonvince the world of sin, | 
righteousness and judgement.” Besides, | 
we have ever strenuously insisted, that | 
“Jesus is the Saviour of all men, of the | 
whole world;” and we have uniformly con-| 
tended that salvation consists in a deliver- 
ance from sin, and in the formation of a| 
holy character. On the ground, that we | 
passto the glories and joys of the future | 
life, in virtue of merely laying aside this! 
corruptible body, of how many is Jesus 
the Saviour? He may indeed, have given 
m this life, the benefit of his instructions, 
and such may have derived saving advan- 
tages from the influences of his promised | 
spirit, but I have not heard it pretended 
that such advantages and influences were 
‘universal; and if not, how is Christ, in 
view of the above theory, the “ Saviour of 
all men?” I have not yet seen this diffi- 
culty solved, 

| Though I believe there are several 
scriptures which hold forth the doctrine of 
future rewards and punishments, and some 
in which a fearful retribution is denoun- 
ced on such as die impenitent, and many 
others which go to establish this doctrine | 
by implication; yet I am willing to admit | 
that the number of texts forming the two 
first classes is not very great. I may be 
willing too, to concede, that some com- 
|mentaters have adduced passages to prove

ded to prove this doctrine; but these ad- | 
do not weaken my conviction, of 
its truth. If God has threatened sin with 
a punishment justly due to it as a violation 
of his law; and if he has assured the trans- 
gressor, that his misery shall continue tll 
his character is reformed, a proposition 
which our brethren will not deny, then, 
there is no necessity, that the denunciation 
should appear on the face of every text, 
nor even of all those which convey the i- 
dea of punishment as connected with, or 
following transgressions. There was no 
necessity of this in the case of Cain. Ko- 
rah and his rebellious company, or of ma- 
ny others who might be named. It is suf- 
ficient, that the general principle, by which 
Deity directs the administration of his mor- 
al government, should be recognized, and 
kept in view, and that the offender should | 
know, that his punishment should be con- 
tinued, and increased, till it operates its 
legitimate effect, the reformation of his 
character, without which, the punishment 
of the wicked, instead of being a parental 
corrector, would deserve to be called use- 
less cruelty. 

Ifthen,my dear friend,you are able to sat- 
isfy yourself, that all sin necessarily ceas- 
es with natural life; or if you have good 
evidence, that every person, whose life 
has been a scene of wickedness, has de- 
parted humble and penitent; if you are 
convinced, that every man dies in a state 
of reconciliation, you will feel authorized 
to proclaim this doctrine with boldness; 
otherwise, you will, I presume, be cautious 
and reserved, lest you exceed the extent 
of your commission as “a minister of Je- 
sus Christ.”
